In olden days the king's procbssion
was generally witnegsed from the
Etrects, Tt wos hendisd by several hun-
dred goldlors marching without o gem-

blance of order, and followed by cul-

rangod cavalry mounted on microecaplo
pontes. Then followed twa
men In white, wearing the student's
cap, which was thteir distinctive badge
when golng to thelr examinations, and
between them, perehed on high white
snddles, rode the generalx and high
minlstera supported by thelr number-
lesd gervantzs. Narrow white banners
were carried by their attendants, and a
dragon flag of large dimensions tow-
ered nmong them, Amid a quite gepul-
chral sllence the procession moved on,
and then came & huge white prlanquin
proppad on two long, heavy beams and
carritd by hundreds of mon.
